Claims 1-22, 37-42 are drawn to non-elected invention. 



Response to Argument 



Applicant's arguments filed 5/5/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant amends claims 23, 34, by adding "chiral" to the claims and therefore contends 
that the prior art of Drent et al., EP 0 501 586, no longer anticipate claims 23-34. This is not 
persuasive because the compounds of Drent et al., are in fact chiral. 

Applicant also argues that the prior art of Sturmer et al., US 6,043,396, fails to "disclose 
or suggest the instantly claimed catalysts" in claims 23-34. This is not persuasive because the 
prior art discloses generic compounds, which embrace the instant compounds A and C, in the 
abstract, columns 1-8, and in the claims. See also specific species in columns 3-5. 

Applicant further contends that amended claim 23 does not have diphenylphosphino 
groups as the bridge, and that compounds of Brunner et al., have diphenylphosphino groups. 
This is not persuasive because the bridge in the compounds of Brunner et al., is a 1 ,2-divalent 
phenyl, and applicant claims 1,2-divalent phenyl as a bridge. 

The rejection of claims 23-35 under USC 112, second paragraph, is now withdrawn, and 
claim 35 is now in condition for allowance over prior arts of record.
